A near record vote was polled 
in Saturday’s primary when 1288 
votes were cast in the City of Co­ 
manche and mor° than 4700 m 
the county despite heavy rains 
which fell during most of the day. 
Greatest interest in local con­ 
tests was centered in the County 
Superintendent s race with 4718 
votes cast for the two candidates, 
nearly four hundred more than 
were polled in the race for State 
Senator which drew only 4339 for 
the three candidates. 
Despite much discussion of the 
Governor’s race, more than 158 
voters failed to vote in this con­ 
test, the total vote for that con­ 
test standing at 4548 as compar­ 
ed to 4625 in the same contest 
two years ago. W. Lee O Daniel 
polled 3029 votes, carrying every 
box in the county and getting 
approximately 65 per cent of the 
total. The second highest vote wae 
in the County Clerk's race with a 
total of 4686.
